Most 
of these old survivors are in needy cir- 
cumstances, while all are in old age 
and, as estimated by the commissioner 
of pensions, the average pensionable 
period can not extend beyond abou; 
seven years hence. Many of these aged 
men were omitted from the act1 pen 
sioning survivors of Indian wars be- 
tween 1832 and 1842, and for this reason 
the present bill is more just since it in 
eludes all the survivors of the recog- 
nized Indian wars prior to 1S56.

The Papal Decree Against Odtf 


Fellows, Pythians, Etc/ 


After Two Months No Effort Has Beei 


Made to Enforce it. 


A Belief Growing Amour Catholic* Thai 


the B»n 'Will Either Be Kelotaded or 


>' Become a Dead letter—At Least 


One Society Will B« Sectored. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 23.—Although twc 


months have passed since it was an- 
nounced to the Roman Catholic priest! 
of this country that the three secrei 
societies, Odd Fellows, Knights oi 
Pythias and Sons of Temperance, had 
been put under the ban by Pope Leo, 
there has been little or no effort made 
by the clergymen of that church to en- 
force the decree, and "the belief, ii 
growing among Catholics that it will 
be rescinded or become a dead letter. 


Recently Cardinal Gibbons warned 


the priests of the Baltimore Diocese tc 
take no action in the premises, until 
they heard from him, when he might 
have something of importance to say 
on the subject 
Since then the prlejrts 


of the diocese of Baltimore have mad< 
no effort to enforce the ban- 


There seems to be a general belie! 


among them that at least one of tin 
societies named—the odd fellows—will 
be restored to the good graces of th« 
church. This society is one- of th* 
largest and most influential in thi 
Christian world, its membership: in 
New York state alone being about 600,- 
000, and the impression had prevailed 
all along among the Catholic laitj 
that it was in greater favor w^ti 
church authorities than any of the 
societies affil iating with the masons. 


In previous years the question of the 


right of Catholics to join the Odd Fel- 
lows had been submitted to Pope Leo, 
and the fact that he never spokfl 
against them was construed to mean 
that he gave the order his silent sano- 
tion. 
Finally an effort was made to hava 


the society declared in good standing, 
and the Eomau authorities referred it 
to the archbishops of the United States, 
with power. 
The subject came up for 


discussion at the third council of Bal- 
timore, and the sentiment among the 
archbishops in favor of the oddfellowa 
was nearly unanimous. Later a com- 
plaint, that proved successful, waa 
made to the pope by the-German Cath- 
olics, and the ban was issued.

The Generous Response to the 


Appeal for Aid/ 


Two More Destitute and Suffering Fam- 


ilies Reported and Investigated. 


The Urgent M«e«l of a Charity AooclRtton 


Imprenned by th* Suffering Revealed— 


The Gratitude of the Worthy Unfor- 


tunate*—An Acknowledgement 


of the Liberal Donations. 


A most commendable charity and 


kindness has been evidenced in re- 
sponse to the TIMES appeal in behalf of 
the destitute Collins family, whose con 
dition was investigated and detailed in 


' 
the TIMKS of Thursday. Donations of 
clothing, provisions and cash have been 
coming; in at a rapid rate and are still 
coming. All contributions have been 
turned over to the family and could 
tho donors but see the tears and ex- 
pressions of gratitude of the unfortu- 
nates they would feel fully repaid and 
that their charity was not misplaced 


In the investigation of this and o ther 


cases, the TIMES is impressed forcibly 
with the urgent need of some sort of an 
organized charitable movement. While 
there is considerable poverty in Ports 
mouth, some worthy families in very 
destitute circumstances, yet it is com 
parativoly small, and there is no rea 
son why every such case should not be 
properly looked after. The liberality 
and generosity displayed in the one 
case referred to evidences the willing 
ness of all to relieve such suffering 
when it is properly brought to their at- 
tention. Cut it takes time and organ 
ized, systematic effort to find the really 
worthy ones and distribute the dona- 
tions to tho best advantage,

TIMES discovered two other families in 
similar circumstances.

proper food, that she had on severa 
occasions lived for days on nothing but 
bread. 
In fact there was nothing in 


the house yesterday but a little breac 
which was brought in by neighbors, 
those who are in but little better cir- 
cumstances dividing their mite with 
those a step lower in the scale of pov- 
erty. Mr, Jordan is 65 years of age, 
and suffers from rheumatism. He is a 
cooper and works in the barrel factoryi 
but his earnings are not sufficient to 
keep tho family. They pay SI a week 
rent, and this must bo paid every Sat- 
urday. 


They had received but one load of 


coal from the city, Mr, Jordan and a 
neighbor going before 6 o'clock each 
morning to the railroads, where they 
were given some little fuel from the 
"scuddlo holes." She said that .all she 
wanted was food enough to live on. 


Next door to the Jordan family, at 


1310 Waller, livos William Irvin with 


'~ his wife and six children and their con- 


dition is even worse, as impossible as 
that may soom. Mr. Irvin suffered 
some time ago with a paralytic stroke 
and has boon unable to do anything al- 
though ho manages to follow to some 
extent tho unrerminortitive work of a 
rag pickor. Tho buby of the family a 
little three year old child is ill and the 
mother is in constant attendance not 


• knowing when it may dio in one of its 


spasms. Mrs. Irvin stnted that they 
wore suffering for food nnd had de- 
cided that they must appeal to the cits* 
again although their previous appeals 
with one exception had been unsuccess- 
ful. 
There were on all sides, in the 


condition of the homo, the hungry look 
of tho little onos, tangible proofs of the 
truth of her statements. Their first 
thought is of the rout which must be 
paid every week to keep their poor 
quarters. 


Provisions were sent to them this 


morning from the city and the small 
fund in tho hands of Mr, Thompson 
and the TJMBS. They are still in need 


' of clothing and food and any one feel- 


ing interested can investigate the case 
personally or in the absence of an or- 
ganization and until there may be one 
the TIMES will deliver any donation to 
them. 


As stated above, the response to the 


first appeal was very liberal and the 
Collins family has been relieved of the 
most pressing and immediate wants, 
although their condition is still far" 
from comfortable.

89,299,25 the per capita allowance. 
Each county gets from the state 7 
cents per capita on its school children. 
This amount .is raised by a genera" 
levy, and Scioto county's share of this 
amounts to S5,090.01, leaving a net gain 
to the county, from that source, o:
